In our decision entltled the Clalm of Ruth Anna Haskew (Clalm No. CU4084§
which we 1ncorporate»here1n by reference), we held that the propertles owned
by thE'Company were natiopalized or otherwise taken by the Government of Cuba
on August 6, 1960;fand that‘this t&pe of claim is compensable to an Americah
natlonal under the facts and condltlons set forth therein. We need not again
detall here the reasons or the method used in determining the value per share '
of $46.3946.

Oﬁ the'basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Commis-
sion finds thet'this claimapt comes within the terms of the Haskew decision;
that he eWas an Amériean national ai the reﬁdisite times; that ke hae been
the owner of 450 shares of stock iﬁ the Cia. Azucarera Vertientes—Camaguey i
de Cuba since prior to August 6, 1960; and that he suffered a loss in the
a@ount of $20,877}57 ~ within the meaning of Title V of the Act. Further, .

iﬁtereét.tberp@hwat-the'fate of 6% per annum from August 6, 1960, the date of§
